Clark Most of All. 

The news that Mr, Clark's allusions hed 
created excitement in Canada and in Mng- 
land occasioned great surprise and considéra- 
bie amusement at the capitol. The man most 
surprised‘of all was Mr. Clark himself. 

Mr. Clark's entire speech on reciprocity 
yesterday was delivered in a half humorous, 
half taunting vein. The house was in laugh- 
ter most of the time. In return for the laughs 
he was creating at their expense some of 
the Republicans tried to turn tables on Mr. 
Clark by chiding him with the. fact that he 
might have President Taft as an opponent for 
the Democratic nomination. This humorous 
exchange reflected the spirit of the debate 
during the entire time Mr. Clark was on his 
feet, and no one gave serious consideration 

to his remarks regarding the possible annex- 
ation of Canada at some dim distant time. . 


CLARK “IN BAD’ IN TORONTO. 

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 15.—Ohamp Clark’s re- 
marks in the house of representatives at 
Washington last night when discussing reci- 
procity hae caused a lot of comment here to- 
day. 

The prospect of annexation to.the United 
States is the last thing any Canadian wants, 
and the congressman's declaration as to the 
ultimate effect of reciprocity is rankling in 
the hearte of Liberals Who have heretofore 
been strong supports.of.reciprocity. 


Some Irritation at Ottawa. 

Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 16.~There was con- 
siderable interest and some irritation here 
today over Champ Clark's speech in which 
he said the reciprocity’ agreement was the 
first step toward annexation. 

At the opening of today’s session of the 
house Col. Sam Hughes read a newspaper 
abstract of the speech and asked if it was a 
fair statement of the American attitude and 
if so tnquired if the Canadian government 
leaders were prepared to withdraw from the 


-reciprocitr arrangement. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s reply wes non-com- 
mittal. He said the government had no tnfor- 
mation on the subject; that the Canadian 
government had announced its policy and 
would not change {ft until it had more infor-

TWO BREAK INTO JAIL TO ROB; 


PRISONER LOSES $29, HIS ALL. 


Only Inmate of Pennsylvania Cell Vic- 
tim of Masked Men, Who Escape— 
Use Revolver and Ax. 

Warrior Run, Pa,, Feb. 15.—-(Speciat:}— 
Breaking into the town jal! early this morn- 
ing, two masked burglars smashed their way 
into the cell of the only prisoner, robbed 
him of all his money, $20, and escaped. 

About 2 o’clook the prisoner, Stanley Jan- 
ders, was awakened and saw two men Wear- 
ing masks made of handkerchiefs spread 
over their faces at the window of the corri- 
dot. They broke the giass, bent aside the 
iron bars protecting the window, and then 
aqueeszed into the jail. 

They soon found that Janders was the 
only prisoner and one of the men, thrusting 
@ revolver through the cell door at Janders, 
ordered him to hand over his money. Al- 
though badly frightened, Janders belfeved the 
men could not reach him and declared he had 
no money. Without further pariey, one of 
the men, who had found @ heavy ax, began 
battering at the cell door and quickly broke
